SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


TO A FAULT. 


HE proverbial young lady 
who was complimented on 
her beautiful eyes was, as 
we all know, not really being 
complimented at all. There was 
nothing else to say about her, The 
very stressing of her single excel- 
lence hinted obliquely at her many 
imperfections. Perhaps there is no 
other way of taking Jochanan ben 
Zaccai’s description of Eliezer, the 
son of Hyrcanus, as “a cemented 
cistern which loses not a drop,” 
which we shall be reading this 
Sabbath in the second chapter of 
the Ethics of the Fathers, 
Superficially, of course, the 
phrase is meant to be a compli- 
ment: What master, in praising a 
worthy pupil, would not dwell on 
that all-important academic attri- 
bute of a retentive memory, 
especially when present to such a 
pitch of perfection as we are led 
to believe in the case of Eliezer ? 
And yet, if a tenacious memory is 
important in the academic process, 
so also is a lively forgetfulness. 
The greatest advances in the 


sphere of human knowledge have 


not always come from those who 
had vested jnterests in what had 
already been “ published,” whose 
knowledge of existing fact and 
theory were impeccable, but often 
from those who possessed intuition, 
who were capable of the “ hunch,” 
who were able to look forward as 
well as backward. | 


J{LIEZER'S life as described in 
~~ .Talmud- and Midrash proves 
beyond any reasonable doubt that 
the master’s compliment was, all 
unwittingly, not really a compli- 
ment ‘at all. Highlighting 
pupil's positive quality 
throws into relief. the negative 
qualities. Eliezer’s great strength 
proved to be his great weakness.

TWO CENTURIES 


Independent but not separate

Independent, but never separate 
from the larger BECHOpCIHAS Jewish 
community.

A ketuba (marriage 
entered into in Alexandria in 1923, 
was recently considered by _ the 
Foreign’ Compensation Commission 
in London. 

Mrs. Raphael Aboulafia was apply- 


ing for the registration of a claim. 
which .avdse out of the. forced sale > 


of the furniture in their home when 
she and her husband left Egypt after 
the Suez incident. It was necessary 
to establish that the furniture was 
her. property and not her husband's, 
she--—and not he-—-being a British sub- 
ject and thus qualified to claim 
compensation, 
property 

Mr. Aboulafia, addressing the 
tribunal on his wife’s behalf, main- 
tained that because of the dowry 
provisions in the ketuba and binding 
custom among Jews in Egypt-all fur- 
niture brought into the home, whether 
at the time of the marriage or after- 
wards, became the property of the 
wife. Moreover, he said, whatever 


furniture he himself had bought for 


the home had been intended by him 
as a gift to his wife. 

The Chairman of the Commission, 
Mr. Montgomery White, Q.C., stated 
that the tribunal had allowed claims 
in similar’ cases, where the amount 
of the dowry exceeded the value. of 
the furniture. The difficulty in. the 
present case was that the furniture 
was more valuable,

Christ, 
LACK OF MANPOWER 
IN KIRYAT GAT

When. Kiryat Gat, urban. centre of 


the Lachish region of Israel, was first. 
established, its foremost problem: was 


unemployment. Now, six years later, 
there is more than enough = work. 


Lack. of employment has given way 
to an urgent lack of ‘manpower. 

The town’s first-ever mayor, 32- 
year-old. Gideon Naor (elected in 
1958 and due to serve fill 1963), 
spent a few days in London last 
week en route for Washington, where 
he is to participate in the Conference 
of the International Union of Local 
Authorities. 

In an interview, Mr. Naor said that 
Kiryat Gat, which is the centre of an 
agricultural area, 1s attempting to 
develop those industries which will 
make the best use of local crops. 

But lack of labour is not Kiryat 
primary headache. More 


important stil is the problem. of 


integration ; the town’s 12,000 inhabi- 


tants hail from 30 different countries, 
and range from graduates of Western 
universities to former cave-dwellers 
from the Atlas mountains. There are 
17 synagogues--one for each ethnic 
group.. Groups are. generally reluc- 
tant to fraternise. “It is not a case 
of colour bar,” Mr. Naor. told. me, 
but rather one of different back- 
grounds, habits, and cultural levels. 
At least a generation will have to 
pass before mtegration is complete.” 

Because the Zionist Federation's 
dream of an English-speaking 
did not materialise, and the 
North African element is dominant, 
Mr. Naor. is trying to train young 
Moroccans who show qualities of 
leadership to take a more prominent 


place among the civic leaders of the

Shortly . afterwards, Mr. Gordon 
said, Eichmann and Slavik went into 
the shed, and Gordon and his com- 
panions, who were standing about ten 
yards away, heard the boy screaming 
and pleading for mercy for about a 
quarter of an hour. They also heard 
loud thuds coming from the shed. 
When. Eichmann emerged he looked 
rather. dishevelled:: His. “shirt was

Dr. Ferenc. said this official was 
Laszlo Endre, who dealt with Jewish 
Affairs in the Hungarian Ministry of 
the Interior during the latter part of 
the war and was hanged in 1946. Dr. 
Ferenc said: “Endre defended him- 
self throughout on the basis that he 
only carried out orders. ... He said 
he took no initiative in drafting the 
programme for the implementation of 
deportations and Ghettoisation. 

“ He told me that the accused was 
the one who gave him instructions, 
and he himself had to report on each 
deportation and each case when Jews 
were put into ghettoes,’ Dr. Ferenc 
said, He added that Endre told him: 


“When he could not carry out orders, 
the. accused would express indigna- | 
tion, and he was often rebuked very - 


seriously by the accused.” : 
‘The court admitted as evidence an 
affidavit. from a. war-time leader. of 
Hungarian Jewry, Dr. Erno Peteh, 80, 
now living in Brazil. With the help of 
the son of.

GURION’ PERSONAL 
DIPLOMACY 


By JOEL CANG Foreign Editor 


Another reason which has militated 
against the emergence of any great 
diplomatic figure in Israel is that 
diplomatic portfolios are shared out 
on a Party basis. The result is that 


some Key positions are filled by indi- 


viduals whose claim to them rests 
upon, their membership of a certain 
Party, 

In these circumstances it is, per- 
haps, understandable why the aged 
Prime Minister feels it incumbent 
upon himself to undertake his mis- 
sions abroad. The time he has chosen 
for his present tour is certainly most 
momentous politically. 


Aim of tour 


Since he has met President Ken- 
nedy it has emerged more clearly that 
one of the main reasons for Mr. Ben- 
Gurion’s present tour is to see a 
renewal. of the three-Power declara- 
tion on the Middle East. It was the 


‘need to obtain this guarantee afresh 


that prompted his trip to Washington 
and discussion with President Etsen- 
hower last year. 


But to. make such a guarantee 
really valuable the Soviet : Union 
should be a fourth signatory, Without 


Russia, especially in view of her 
position among Israel’s neighbours 
and in Africa generally, such a 


declaration would not have the neces- 
sary effect. 


The Middle East may be at the 


bottom of the list of items on the 


Kennedy-Khruschey agenda next 
week, Yet, in the survey. of the inter- 
national scene, this corner of the 


world cannot be omitted by either 
party, Significantly, Moscow has not 
ignored Mr. Ben-Gurion’s present 
trip. Although the “ Moskovskaya 
Pravda” accused Mr. Ben-Gurion of 
“getting into the White House 
through the back door,”. that is via 
Canada, the Kremlin must be fully 
aware of Israel's desire to- secure 
Soviet participation 
guarantee of 
Middle East. 
But here again we must return to 
the question of Israel diplomacy.

Sobs came. from the back of a 
crowded room in the communal hall 
at St. John’s Wood Synagogue.

~The first International Festival of 
Contemporary Music held in Yugo- 
Slavia took place here under the 
auspices of the Zagreb Concert 
Society. with composers, 
and critics from Eastern and Weep 
countries participating.

Competitors from at least 17 
countries will take part in the next 
international Bible quiz, which will 
open in Jerusalem on October 3. 
The international quiz will be pre- 
ceded by Isracl’s national con- 
test which will be held in Tel Aviv 
on September 27. These facts were 
given last week by Mr. Harry Zinder, 
Director of the Information Office, 
and Mr. Hanoch Givton, Director of 
“Kol Israel,” in a Press conference 
here. 

Countries which have already made 
known their intention to participate 
are : France, Italy, Holland, Finland, 
Malta, United States, Brazil, 
Jruguay, Argentina, Chile, and New 
Zealand. Mr. Givton said that action 
had been taken to ensure the parti 
cipation of England, Denmark, Eire, 
Spain, Portugal, and Mexico, 
although so far there had been no 
official response from these countries.

HOME FOR BELGIAN 
AGED DEDICATED

BRUSSELS 
A modern heme for Jewish old 
people was dedicated here in a cere- 
mony attended by 400 civic dignitaries, 
Government officials, and members of 


the Brussels and Antwerp Jewish 


communities. 


In a message, Queen Elisabeth of 
the Belgians, who is patroness of the 


home, expressed her sympathy for the — 


sufferings undergone by the inmates 
during the Nazi occupation, 
Funds for the institution which can 
accommodate 105 old people were 
provided by Belgian philanthropists 
and overseas charities. At present 85 
people aged from 63 to 94—-the 
majority of them refugees from D.P. 
camps--are housed in the Home, 


which is one of the most modern 
Jewish institutions of its kind in 
Europe.

HE Israel Prime Minister's fresh essay in 
personal. diplomacy, now mid-course, 
has been undertaken in response to a very 


real challenge. The relaxation in. East-West 


relations so long predicted has failed to 
materialise; on the contrary the cold war is 
spreading increasingly into the under-developed 
areas of the world, leading to growing antago- 
nisms and instability. This process continues in 
the Middle !:ast where Soviet arms and encour- 
ment have served both to confirm Arab leaders 
in their unremitting hostility to Israel. and to 
increase the dangers of renewed hostilities. 


So far his visits have been genuinely successful. 
The invitations themselves were a happy portent, 
particularly at this juncture, with Western leaders 
deeply involved in decisive negotiations and Arab:

ave been easier than for the leaders concerned 
to éxcuse themselves on the grounds of. their 
undoubtedly heavy engagements. 


Mr. Ben-Gurion’s reception in. Canada has 
been characterised by genuine warmth on_ the 
part of official-and unofficial circles alike. The 
joint communiqué issued by the two Premiers at 
the conclusion of their talks constitutes a vindi- 
cation of Israel’s stand anda rebuff for Arab 
Nationalist sabre-rattling. . It reaffirms the need 
for .a_ peaceful solution of Middle East 
conflicts, which recognises the right of all States 


in the region to a. secure existence. This is the - 


basis for normalisation of Israel-Arab relation- 
Ships which Mr. Ben-Gurion steadfastly 
pressed, and which the Arab. States have rejected 


Out of ‘hand, insisting on their determination to 


destroy the State of Israel. by armed attack. 


The assurance of continued understanding and 
Support, from Canada, an influential member of 


the Commonwealth, will be most gratifying to 
Israel; firm support from the United States of 
America would be even more reassuring. © Mr: 
Ben-Gurion is making every effort to obtain an 
all-Power guarantee for the present frontiers of 
the Middle East, so that all States in it could 
devote a higher proportion of their energies to 
constructive efforts. General agreement to this 
proposition by the U.S.A., and even by its other 
Nato allies, would not automatically ensure its 
acceptance by other powers, and. stili less its 
effective implementation, but it would constitute 
a genuine step forward. 


Continued U.S.A. and Western support in. the 
United Nations is vital to Israel at the present 


time. There is a strong movement afoot on. the 


Arab side, with full support by the Communists 
and sections of the Afro-Asians and Latin- 
Americans to force Israel to open its doors to 
unlimited numbers of refugees and to accept other 
unacceptable measures without requiring any 
change in attitude on the part of the Arab States. 
This could seriously threaten Isracl’s security, 


which is indeed its real intention, whatever 


humanitarian phraseology may be used . fo 
camouflage it, and must be combated by all those 


who value Middle East stability. . | 


The Israel Premier has. also conferred: with 
President de Gaulle and will be seeing Mr. 


Macmillan in the course of a State visit and 
private talks respectively. Good results may be 


anticipated from both, but they. also serve to 


emphasise the Soviet Premier’s obdurate refusal ° 
to meet the Israel leader, which. stands in such 
-contrast to Mr. Khruschev's professed willingness 


to meet any leaders in order to further world 
peace. Yet understanding with the Soviet 
authorities is essential if Middle East peace and 
progress are to be assured. | 


SOUTH AFRICA’S SADNESS 


May 3], 1961, when South. Africa - became 
a Republic and formalised its break with the 
British Commonwealth, is an unhappy day for 
Commonwealth Jewry. The Jéwish community in 
South Africa has always been an integral part ofa 
wider Commonwealth Jewry. This adherence was 


“Strengthened by family . ties, considerable inter- 


immigration, and a measure of dependence by 
south African Jewry on the metropolitan com- 
munity as a source: of religious leadership. The 
South African Government’s decision to leave 
the Common. calth stemmed from its stubborn 
unwillingness to modify its racial policies, which 


fhave evoked almost universal disapprobation. The 


decision was bitterly contested by a substantial 
section of White South African opinion, which 
contained the vast majority of the English-speak- 
ing segment, Jews included. Their defeat at this 
juncture by no means signifies the end: of. their 
struggle, and many South Africans of all faiths 
will continue to work for a reform of racial 


policies. Though the Jewish community as such 


does not enter political activity except in direct 
defence of its own interests, it is the duty of 
all Jews to reaffirm the ethical convictions which 
Judaism teaches, and not only to draw their 
political implications by their own lights, but 
also. to implement them in their personal 
behaviour. This will not always be easy, and 
advice or exhortation from the sidelines would 
be quite out of place. But jn their. new situation, 
South African Jewry can be assured of the sym- 
pathetic “understanding of their coreligtonists 
throughout the Commonwealth. | 


THE GOLDERS GREEN NOVEL 


The recent caustic castigation by Dr. Cecil 


Roth of the “Golders Green Novel” js timely, 


for, as he pointed out, earlier generations of Jewish 
novelists did not denigrate Jewish life. but wrote 
from deep understanding of their subject matter. 
Great novelists of all peoples and all times have 
distinguished themselves by their sympathetic 


understanding of people, however critical they. 


have shown themselves towards institutions and 
ideas. A novelist of Jewish life, who aspires to 
artistic integrity and sociological validity, must 
be capable of grasping the multiformity and con- 
tradictions which characterise Anglo-Jewish life, 
and which are reflected in the character and aspira- 
tions of individual Jews. The. great majority. of 
Jews. in’ this cotintry are either themselves immi- 
grants or. children of. immigrants. Anglo- 
Jewry ts still in the throes of adjustment. which 
must entail not only acquisition of English culture 
but also reaffirmation of the Jewish essence and 
values under new conditions. “.Golders Green ” 
Jewry possesses abundant vitality, which brought 
it out of East London in the course of one genera- 
tion ; it has strong Jewish consciousness, and the 
desire to do what is right. It is in rapid evolution. 
Comprehension, sociological or artistic, must fill 
Out this flat moment of time with “Golders 
Green's” past and its future, ifs achievements and 


aspirations. Jews bave made, and are still making, 
a contribution to English culture-—and patronage 
of culture—out of all proportion to their size. 
Little, if any, indication of this phenomenon 


appears jn the literature in question: It prompts. 
the reflection that the denigrators may be project- - 
‘ing. their. own frustrations on to. the community 


as a whole. | 3 


ALGERIAN JEWRY 

It is understandable that Algerian Jewry should 
be apprehensive about their future, when they 
cast their eyes on events in near-by Morocco and 
‘read the statements made by F.L.N. Jeaders 
on both Israel and the future status of Jews inside 
an independent Algeria.

‘THE PRESSES continue to roll out large 
numbers of Hebrew books, vet a long 
time has elapsed since a new work has 
appeared in the sphere of . beiles-lettres 
meriting more than passing consideration. 
The author in Israel has a dispropor- 
tionately high opportunity of reaching 
the public, but the quality is far from 
commensurate with the quantuty.

Western Inspiration . 


The second generation rebelled against 
the political natyre of the message of 
their predecessors, and found imspiration 
in avant-garde Western literature. They 
brought their lyricism closer to everyday 
living and founded their critical values 
more on esthetics than’ On political and 
social world outlooks: They have been 


-accused of nihilism and of dislocating 


Hebrew tradition, but they have left a 
mark. Their leading figure is. probably. 
Yehuda Amichai, whose’ new . book of 
stories, “In This. Terrible Spirit,” 
bemoans the loss of the significance of 
existence. The fact that this is probably. 
the only. Israeli composition of the past 
quarter to cause any ripples on the 
literary surface bears sad testimony to the 
general bankruptcy. The newest genera- 
tion, struggling out of its cocoon, is: still 
groping ; it has inherited. the. technique 
of the second. generation but rejects their 
rebellion against things Jewish and ts 
trying to formulate a neo-Jewish culture 
based on traditional values and symbols.

value and is consequently always 
worried and preoccupied by its 
passing. Life, to. him, is a vain 
race to death—unless he happens 
to be, like Kierkegaard, a religious 
soul to start with. When the reli- 
gious personality is absent, existen- 
tialism. becomes. nihilist, dark. 
brooding, morbid. Hence the note 
of anguish and crisis which is the 
chief; characteristic of this 
philosophy. 

Now there is nothing in Judaism 
which savours of such an approach 
to life as this. Judaism insists on 
ideal ends to be achieved. This 
world is the ante-chamber ‘to the 
world-to-come. Man has to aim 
at raising himself to.a higher rung; 
the performance of the Mitzvot is 
to bring -him closer to God and 
thus to hallow himself. Even in 
those phases of Jewish thought. 
where greater emphasis is laid upon 
the individual—as, for example, in 
Chassidism—-life is presented-as a 
road with a purpose, a goal, an 
ideal. The Baal Shem Tov. is 
reported to have said.: “ Every- 
oné has in him something precious 
that is in no one-else. . .-. Every 
man should behave. according to 
his “rung. If he does not, if he 
Seizes the rung of ‘a. fellow-man 
and abandons his own. he will - 
actualise neither the one nor. the 
other.” (Buber: Way of Man, 
p. 19.) 

If we are to look for any com- 


parison between Chassidism and 
existentialism we must think, of 
course, only in terms of religious 
existentialism ; and the first basis’ 
for comparison will be the pre- 
occupation. found extensively in 
both with the individual and _ his. 
Own personal standing jn~ the 
universe. It is true that in existen- 
tialism this is the sole preoccupa- 
tion, whereas in Chassidism we find 
also much concern with the whole 
people of Israel and the universe 
—God’s universe. But the point of 
contact is with Chassidism’s con- 
cern for the individual's relation- 
ship with God, 


Risky leap 


However, one must not push this 
comparison too far. Indeed, the 
more closely we examine the two, 
the more divergence becomes 
apparent. “Thus Kierkegaard, in. 
his spiritual crisis and torment, 
undertakes the adventurous leap of 


faith out of a consciousness of guilt 


and sin and despair. This leap 
may be useful for us as a technique 
inspiring and urging others who 
may be in doubt to risk this leap 
in the same way. But it cannot be 
compared with the Chassidic reach- 
ing out after God. which begins 
with the certainty, the coriviction, 
of God's existence. In a comment 
Qo the first verse of Deuteronomy, 
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the Besht taught : “ Many a man 
who. believes that God is close to 
him, knows not of Him... But He 
is close to many a man who yearns 
for Him from afar.” There is a 
world of difference between this 
vearning from afar and Kuerke- 
gaard’s daring leap in which he 
risks all. 
Secondly, there 
larity between Chassidism and 
existentialism in what may be 
called the mode of thought. We 
have already seen that the 
term. “anguish.” is .continually 
ised to describe the existentialist. 
It is the leitmotif of the Kierke- 
gaardian spirit. It is the result of 
a preoccupation with sin and salva- 
tion. with knowing if one has faith. 
The religious existentialist seems to 
be permanently in. the condition of 
anxiously wanting to confirm that 
he has: faith. Chassidism, on the 
other hand, while it also frequently 
gives expression to an anguish of 
soul, is concerned therein not with 
the need to assure oneself of God's 
existence (that jis taken for granted), 
but only with one’s personal rela- 
tionship with God. The Chassid

Akin to this would seem to 
be the existentialist anguish of the 
sinner who annihilates himself 
before God. Yet the Jewish view 
is perhaps not so much concerned 
with the utter annihilation of man 
as with his humility before God, 
This idea is well expressed by 
Rabbi. Meshullum Pheibush of 
Zhbaris in. the work Sepher Likutim 
Yekarim. “In contemplating the 
majestic greatness of the Creator 
of all the universe, man, in: his 
sees himself as. nothing.

How shall we account for the 
spread of the existentialist mode of 
thought, whether of one variety or 
another, in the modern era? Here, 
again, we can find a pointer in the © 
direction of Kierkegaard himself. 
Kierkegaard revolted against the. 
rationalism of Hegel and his con- 
cept of the State ; while Rousseau’s 
belief in “the jnfinite perfectability 
of the human race” had engen- 
dered) an atmosphere. of . mass 
optimism which seemed to reduce 
the individual to something quite 
inconsequential. This reaction of 
the individual against society. asa 
collective organism is evident again

Professor Kaufmann has been 
known to ail serious readers of 
Hebrew ever since, in his Golah 


VaNechar, he submitted the concept 


of the Diaspora to a. close and 
invigorating cxamination and demon- 
strated the fundamental place of 
Judaism in the historical survival of 
Jewry. His volume of collected 
essays on. public affairs (BeHavlei 
HaZeman) combined an unusual 
sanity of outlook with an unexpected 
crispness of style; and any fresh 
article of his in the periodical press, 
whether on general sssues or on more 
narrowly literary questions, is eagerly 
read and widely pondered. Dunng 
his early years mm the Yishuv he was 
senior literature master in the well- 
known Beth Sepher Reali in Haifa 
and a constant fighter for sound 

rinciples in education. Since the 
death of Umberto Cassuto 
he served, until his recent retirement, 
as one of the Professors of Bible in 
the Hebrew University. 


Unique concept 


The book under review ts a trans- 
lation and abridgement of the ‘first 
seven volumes of Kaufmann’s monu- 
mental  Toldoth .HaEmunah Ha- 
Yisraelith. Yhe word:  Emunah (not 
Dath) in the Hebrew title is import- 
ant. It reminds us. of Abraham ;: and 
Kaufmann’s use of tt suggests already

Now is the time to think of those 
flowers which will brighten our gar- 
dens in the late summer and autumn. 
Among the most popular are the 
chrysanthemums, dahlias, and pelar- 
goniums, 


Chrysanthemums 


There is still time to plant the 
“ golden flower” of the East. Like 
the dahlia this is a very good town 
plant. _ There are many = different 
varieties, but for the gardeners’ pur- 
pose we have two main divisions : 
those which flower in the open gar- 
den from August to October and 
those which are grown to flower 
indoors in the late autumn and winter. 
It is essential to make sure that you 
purchase the right sort. 


Dahlias 


This obliging plant will give good 
results tn most. gardens, but where 


the ground has been well prepared | 


and.a suitable site chosen—sunny and 
epen but protected from winds—the 
results are likely to be spectacular. 
Though tubers, should have 
planted a few wecks ago this is the 


been 


time to putin pot-grown plants as 
sold by nurserymen, Stake securely 
at planting time to avoid damage 
jater. The largest varieties may well 
need two, three, or even four stakes, 
but the smaller ones can manage with 
one stout 4-5-foot cane per plant. If 
large exhibition standard blooms are 
required “disbudding”. should be 


practised, the removal of side 


buds leaving one main central bud on 
each shoot. The more the flowers are 


picked (the dead ones’ ag well) the 


more new ones will grow, so the 
dahlia 1s an ideal cutting plant, By 
the autumn tubers will have formed 
and should be lifted carefully around 
October-November and stored over 
the winter. 


Pelargoniums 


These are usually called “ gerani- 
ums and the first week in June is a 
good time for planting them out. The 
formal bedding scheme: is ‘always 


popular, and for this one can hardly. 


surpass the varieties Paul Crampel 
and Gustav Emich (the Buckingham 
Palace “geranium”’). Apart from 


these scarlet varictics colours range 
through many shades to whites. For 
window-boxes, urns, tubs, and hang- 
ing baskets use should be made of 
some of the ivy-leafed and variegated 
types. In the early autumn cuttings 
may be taken in order to increase 
one’s stock, and the plants not being 
fully hardy should be brought in 
before the onset of autumn frosts.

Sir. Surely the Chairman of the 
London Board of Jewish Religious 
Education has no right to reproach 
the parents of children attending the 
ilford Hebrew.

The. implication that only the rich 
may demand better. Jewish education 
is too shocking for words. 

Mr. Levin maintains that there ts 
no. shortage of teachers in Ilford by 
stating that there are- 20 teachers 
for an effective roll of 550.

Mr. Levin’s talk about the threat 
of “ black market” in teachers makes 
no sense at all. Ilford, like all other 
big centres, realises that the time has 
come to attract those qualified and 
experienced teachers who at present 
flatly refuse to work in any London 
Board centre because the Board's 
rates of payment are_unsatisiactory. 
it is an attempt to find good teachers 
--at present not on the Board's pay- 
roll—-by private enterprise, and, as 
such, it is certainly. praiseworthy.

Art Notes 


SWAMPED BY 
EMOTION 


By F. G. STONE 


After spending a good hour at 

Jackson Pollock’s cxhibition (in aid 
of the Jewish Board of Guardians) at 
Mariboro Fine Art and well over that 
with Lawrence Alloway’s picture-by- 
picture analysis 1 feel rather like 
Tony Hancock grappling with Ber- 
trand Russell with the aid of a 
dictionary and remaining at page one 
after several hours. 
These pictures come from “he col- 
lection of Mrs. Lee Krasner Pollock 
and supplement the previous White- 
chapel exhibition. Most of them are 
pre-“ drip” and show how _ he 
imbibed the influences of the Red 
Indians, the Mexicans, Picasso, Mas- 
son, and others and poured them out 
with lavish prodigality. Here is 
romantic Surrealism, the image more 
and more swamped by the emotion, 
as he got more and more inside his 
painting.

in modern contemporary thinking. 


Thus Kierkegaard’s experience 
was on the side of the irrational 


and the immediate and the per-- 


sonal, expressing itself in terms of 
existence, life, faith, personality. 
It was opposed to the universal 
values of reason, of which Hegel 
was the apostle, but which seemed 
to annul whatever was singular in 
each individual. Here isa definite 
point of contact between Kierke- 
gaard and so much of Chassidic 
thought. For the Jews in Galicia 
in the 1700s felt so little sup- 
ported by the world about them. 
that the need was acutely felt for 
the bolstering up of the individual 
in his personal faith and in his 
relationship with God. This was 
the new and successful note intro- 
duced by Chassidism. 


In similar fashion Franz Rosen- 


zweig revolted against his Hegelian 
upbringing durmg and immediately 


following the First World War. 


Finally, the breakdown of human 
values in the Second World War, 
accompanied by the é€xaltation of 
the concept of State and race as 
evidenced in the Nazi and Com- 
munist systems, again produced the 
reaction of the individual, who, 
while feeling himself powerless and 
insignificant, is yet groping for a 
way out. 


In so far as it may help to rescue 
the personality of the individual 
from submersion in the mass, exis- 
tentialism can be a support for 
religion.
